-'ATTEMPTS 
TO 
EXCUSE 
A 
TARIFF 
THREAT. 


The San Francisco Examiner emleavers 
to break the force of the argument against 
the tariff on borax, drawn from the tin- 
happy experience of the house of William 
T. Coleman «t Co. 
But its position does 
not deserve even tlia compliment of being 
pronounced ingenious. 
Reduced to a brief 
statement the excuse of the Examiner may 
be thus given. 
"Coleman & Co. attempted 
to ‘corner’ the market oo borax, boracic 
acid and borat-e of lime, and failed to ac­ 
complish it. 
Should no pool be formed, 
competition between home producers will 
keep the price;, so low that foreign borax 
cannot be sohl in the United States, and 
it is now wholly excluded by the home 
product. 
It has been so easy and cheap to 
get out liorax in California and Nevada 
that the product has glutted the market 
and brought the price down to eight cents, 
and in consequence the industry pays its 
laborers but tlie lowest rate of wages. 
Under a protective tariff rate upon im­ 
ported borax, the price of the home pro­ 
duct has declined from 14ÍJ cents with in­ 
termediate fluctuations, until it has reached 
in 1888 eight cents per pound. 
There­ 
fore, as the tariff rate has not sent borax 
up as was expected, it is wise to with­ 
draw it.” 
This, we believe to he a perfectly fair 
statement of the Examiner's position. 
But 
we submit that it proves nothing. 
If to 
home competition is due the decline of 
price under the tariff that practically ex­ 
cludes the foreign product, and enables us 
• supply foreign markets very largely, 
how will the removal of the duty tend in 
any respect to benefit either lion» pro 
ducer or consumer ? 
If, under the duty, 
home competition is active and likely to 
remain so, why should the duty be re­ 
moved ? Who takes harm by its mainte­ 
nance ? 
Where the excuse for the pro­ 
posed removal 
“ comes in ” under the 
statement of our San Francisco contem­ 
porary we confess inability to discover. 
The chief productive W a x fields are in 
Southwestern 
Nevada 
and 
California. 
They are the largest in the world, and in 
connection with the production of other 
commercial salts fill a large space in the 
industrial 
field. 
The Virginia (Nev.) 
Territorial Enterprise some weeks ago said 
—treating the 
California and Nevada 
fields in common, because they obey the 
national laws of commercial situation: 
The alkali works employ m any m e n ; the 
wages which they p a r am ount to large sums, 
which are drawn largely from other portioas of 
the United States and are an actual addition to 
our wealth. As the country has been opened 
enterprising m en have seen and understood the 
great value of the basins of alkali th at were 
once regarded only as obstacles to prospectors, 
and large sums of money have been expended 
in plant for turning the plentiful m aterial into a 
m erchantable article. Some of the works would 
surprise people only accustomed to observing 
the lim ited character of sim ilar establishm ents 
iu other parts of the world, and all of them de­ 
pend for a profit from the outlay th at has been 
m ade, ami that which must be added, on a fair 
S 
rotective tariff, which will prevent the abaa- 
onm cut Of the alkali fiats as deserts ou ac­ 
count of the inability of the owners to compete 
w ith the cheaper lal«or of other lands in ' the 
m anufacture and refiulngof their products. 
A short tim e ago a sale of property which 
would have involved a purchAse price of a quar­ 
ter of a million uud a large im m ediate expendi­ 
ture for m achinery, to be followed by the em ­ 
ployment of m any men, was broken by the im ­ 
pending removal of the duty on soda, contem ­ 
plated by the Mills bill. 
Probably the prospective sale referred 
to was the same to which reference was 
made in the statement of William T. Cole­ 
man & Co. this week. 
This work would ro t have been of the uncer­ 
tain dur lion or of interm ittent activity which 
frequently characterizes m ining operations, but 
would have been cjntinuous and, hum anly 
Bpeaking, perpetual. It lias been delaved by 
the threatened success of the free trade m an­ 
agers, and will not begin until there is reason­ 
able assurance that time and mone>- will not l>e 
thrown away in hopebss com petition with the 
alm ost slave labor by which alkali fields oi 
other lands are worked. 
Were this only the 
welfare of our neighbors, we would be fairly 
interested, but the Comstock and its neighbor 
hood is so closely coueeted w ith that section 
that m iners in Virginia are directly interested 
in its prosperity. It has been for a long tim e an 
outlet for idle m en of Virginia. Being easier 
of access than any other outlying portion of the 
State, where there is a probability oi work, the 
com m unication iseonstant, and prosperity there 
not only indirectly assists the poor m an who is 
here, but directly assists the m erchants, who 
receive in exchange fi r their wares much 
money that 
has been earned on the salt 
m arshes and In the m ines of Esm eralda and 
Inyo counties. 
This statement by a journal especially 
well-informed upon the subject, and printed 
before the failure of Coleman & Co., does 
not tally with that of the Examiner— that 
the borax works are inconsequential, the 
number of men employed few and the 
wages exceedingly low. 
Moreover, the di­ 
rect and dear statement of Mr. Coleman— 
that he was about to consummate a sale of 
borax works and grounds, but that it was 
prevented bv the threat of the Mills tar­ 
iff bill —is a flat contradiction of the Ex­ 
aminer's assertion that he was attempting 
to corner the borax market. 
But we re­ 
peat that if all is true that is pleaded by 
the Examiner, it does not constitute any 
sort of excuse for removing the protection 
to borax products given by the tariff. 
If 
we have in California a surplus product, 
engfiging a considerable employment of la­ 
bor to produce it, and it is so plentiful as 
to be low in price, by reason of home com­ 
petition, it is the hight of unwisdom to 
open up against it the competition of the 
low-priced, servile labor of Thibet, with no 
prospect of lowering the price, but with a 
probability of shutting off the home sup­ 
ply and putting the price at the mercy of 
the foreign production.

T h e San Francisco Call comments ex- 
teudedlv upon the fact that public readings 
from the novels of Charles Dickens draw 
large audiences, when not a handful of 
people would gather to hear read the far 
more finished and scholarly chapters of 
the novels of George Eliot or W. M. 
Thackeray. 
A reason for this iscorrectlv 
stated to be that Dickens treated of ordi­ 
nary commonplace {«copie in ordinary life 
and every day action. That is true so far 
it goes, but there are still other reasons; 
Dickens’ novels are jieculiarly adapted to 
the rostrum because in every essential 
they are dramatic, and this is probably as 
strong a reason as that they move upon 
the pLaue of the commonplace anti treat of 
human passions and activities, with phases 
of which all men are in some degree 
familiar. 
M bile Dickens chose his char­ 
acters in the main from the middle and 
lower walks, nevertheless the 
notably 
strong element in all dramatic utterance 
is prominent in them—that of dialogue. 
It is not enough that characters should 
deoate, nor that they 
should 
discuss 
plans and facts, or design plots, but it is 
essential to the successful drama and the

Stanford and H is P arty. 
The San Fiancisco Examiner ol yesterday 
says; "It is not always that we find our­ 
selves in agreement with Senator Stanford, 
but we are compelled to admit that some of 
his political actions display independence 
and courage of a high order.

treaty question. But he boldiv took the 
risk of being considered a ‘ bad citizen ’ 
and 4 trifled with a great question ’ by­ 
voting for ratification. Senators Stanford 
and Stewart have shown in this case, as in 
that of the confirmation of Lamar, that 
they are not abject slaves of party. 
We are 
glad to encourage their independence, for 
the signs of the times indicate that there 
will be plenty of demands upon it.”

A HEALTHY s ic s. 


Eastern C apitalists Investing In Sacra­ 
m ento Business Property. 
For a great many years the transactions 
in real estate in Sacramento were confined 
to transfers from one resident to another, 
but within the past month several pieces of 
business property have been purchased by 
Eastern people, which is an evidence that 
this section of the State is at last attracting 
attention. The people who are making 
• investments here are not those who have 
been carried away with a " boom ” excite­ 
ment, but men who have carefully exam ­ 
ined into the advantages of every part of 
the State before deciding upon locating in 
Sacramento. 
A notable example of this is the pur­ 
chase made a few days since by Fred. 
E. Weils, of Oakland, Nebraska. H e came 
to this city about six months ago, and 
looked around for an investm ent in real 
estate. Among the places that attracted 
his attention particularly was the building 
on Second street, between I and J occupied 
by Hall, Luhrs A Co., and owned by Mrs. 
Mary E. Gregory. 
He was oflered the 
property for $31,000, but he had been filled 
with the wonderful stories about the south­ 
ern part of the Slate, and concluded to go 
on to Los Angeles. Since that tim e he has 
investigated the resources and prospects of 
the southern country very carefully, with 
the result that he wrote to Mrs. Gregory 
saying that if she had not changed her 
m ind he would take >he property. Re­ 
ceiving a favorable reply he came to Sac­ 
ramento and completed the transaction. 
Mr. Wells will start for Nebraska in a 
few days, bnt intends returning to Sacra­ 
mento shortly with other capital to invest. 
H e says that he has made a careful study 
of the whole State, and he believes that 
Sacramento presents more advantages than 
any other point on the coast. 
Mr. Moses, of the firm of Moses Bros., 
Pueblo, Colorado, is in the city looking for 
business property. He expresses him self 
as highly pleased with Sacramento and her 
business outlook. It is said that he is now 
negotiating for a piece of property and that 
he intends to come to Sacramento and es­ 
tablish a large retail fancy grocery store on 
the plan of the one his firm is conducting 
in Pueblo. Both 
these gentlemen are 
shrewd business men, and their verdict in 
favor of Sacramento, after a full investiga­ 
tion of the merits of other places, speaks 
volumes for the Capital City.

An Old Sacram entan D ead. 
Elias Jacobs, once a well-known resident 
of Sacramento, died in San Francisco on 
Monday of aneurism of the heart. He was 
a native of London, and was bom in 1819. 
Mr. Jacobs arrived at San Francisco in 1835 
and remained there three years. 
He went 
back East bat returned to this coast in 1849, 
when he opened an auction house at No. 
119 J street, between Third and Fourth, 
H e announced him self as “Cheap John 
Jacobs.” and was known far and wide. 
Old residents remember that he used to draw 
a crowd by playing on the banjo, and he 
was intensely popular with the “old-timers.” 
In 1862, after the flood, he moved to Vir­ 
ginia City, where he remained until 1868, 
when he returned to San Francisco. His 
brother, N. N. Jacobs, formerly kept a 
clothing store on the southwest corner of 
Fifth and J streets. 
Mr. Jacobs and his 
wife had ten children born to them on this 
coast. 
One of his sons, Louis N. Jacobs, 
is a Deputy County Clerk in San Francisco. 
Two other sons, Maurice and Nathan, are 
employed iu wholesale houses in that city. 


Floral Decorations. 
The Supreme Court, after holding a three 
day’s session in this city, adjourned for the 
term at noon yesterday. During their brief 
stay in Sacramento the Judges were highly 
delighted with the incomparable weather, 
and they could be seen before and after the 
daily session wandering through the beauti­ 
ful Capitol grounds, calling here and there 
Ihe beautiful and rare flowers that bloom 
here in profusion every month in the year. 
Yesterday morning before Court was called 
Martin Siinemitz, one of the attaches of 
the State Capitol, trimmed the desk of the 
Court with magnificent flowers, and pre­ 
sented each of the Judges with a handsome 
bouquet.

CONTENDING DEMOCRACY. 


Indignant 
Dem ocrats 
P at 
Opposition 
Opposition Tickets in the F ield. 
The Republicans of Sacramento had a 
circus at the spring election and pleased 
an im mense audience, composed largely 
of Democrats. The Democracy have now 
gone into the circus business, and have a 
menagarie of vast proportions attached; 
they perform in two distinct rings, have 
a wide 
spread 
of canvas 
and 
have 
clowns without number. The Republicans 
are well pleased with the show, and are 
saying that the Democracy can always be 
depended upon to “ do the wrong thing at 
the right tim e.” 
“ The trouble with the Democracy in 
this city.” remarked an old Democratic 
war horse yesterday, “ is that we have too 
m any would-be bosses.” 
The absurd actions at the caucuses Tues­ 
day night were the talk of the town yester­ 
day. The general impression seemed to be 
that if the acts of the bosses on one side at 
Considine’s saloon were wrong, those of the 
other following at the Court-house were 
equally objectionable. 


PA ST N IG H T S CAUCUSES. 
The disaffected Democrats in the First 
Supervisor District met at the Court-house 
at K ^o’clock last evening. W. R. Daley acted 
as Chairman and F. A. McManus as Secre­ 
tary. About fifty persons were present, 
several of whom were Republicans. 
As soon as the meeting was called to 
order Frank Thompson, a hackman, who 
voted at the Republican primaries at the 
State House some weeks ago, arose, and 
addressing the chair, offered the following 
resolutions, which were read and adopted 
amidst applause: 
W hereas, A majority of the members of the 
Democratic County Committee representing the 
First Supervisor District in the city of sacra­ 
mento were urged by prominent Democrats re­ 
siding in the district to call a caucus for Tues­ 
day evening, May 8, 1888, fur the selection of 
names for delegates to the County Convention, 
to^he voted for at the primaries Thursday, May 


W hereas, They positively declined to do to, 
giving as a reason that they had agreed to 
make the call for Wednesday evening, May 9, 
1888, and that it was generally understood 
throughout the district, and any change would 
be taking an undue advantage." 
Whereas, After making a positive agreement 
to call the caucus for Wednesday, and after the 
Democrats w ere generally notified of said agree­ 
ment, many of w hom left the city to attend a 
picnic, the committeemen secretly agreed among 
themselves and their personal friends to issue a 
call for Tuesday evening, whien w as not made 
public until the last edition of the Sacramento 
Bee of May 8,1888, too late to give the Demo­ 
crats of the district due notice. 
W hereas, The notice was so worded as not 
to convey the hour the caucus was to be held, 
which boars deception and fraud upon its face ; 
and, whereas, owing to the limited notice given 
and the deception practiced by the members of 
tile County Committee representing the First 
Supervisor District were uot represented at the 
“ shir chamber ” caucus held Tuesday evening. 
May 8, 1888, therefore, be it 
Hfsolvcd, That we, as Democrats of the First 
Supervisor District, in convention denounce the 
action taken by the members of the eoinmittee 
of this district asanoutrage and undemocratic, 
and which has a tendency to create dissension 
and factions in our party. 
licsofved, That this caucus proceed to select 
names for delegates to the County Convention, 
to ne voted for Thursday, May 10,18S8. 
M. J. Sullivan said the committee that 
had been selected to name a ticket to be 
voted at the primaries was readv to report, 
and handed in the following’list, which 
was adopted, after which the meeting ad­ 
journed :

The displeased Democracy of the Second 
Supervisor District met to the num ber of 
about sixty at 8 o’clock last evening at 
Armory Hail. The acts of the Democracy 
the night before at Considine’s saloon were 
denounced as unjust, unfair, and the work 
of political bosses and usurpers. 
The meeting was presided over by W m. 
Coyne, and Jam es C. Kelly acted as Secre­ 
tary.

The meeting adjourned, after making 
arrangements for the printing of tickets 
and appointing committees to demand 
representation on the different election 
boards. 
political notes. 
Postmaster Stephens was met by a R ecord- 
Union reporter yesterday and joshed as to 
a Federal officer being charged with run­ 
ning the Second District caucus, when he 
replied: “ I had nothing whatever todo 
with the caucus; I did not even so much 
as suggest a name for a delegate to either 
the Counly or State Convention, or a mem­ 
ber of the County Committee. I did not 
attend the caucus", and had no more to do 
with the proceedings there last evening 
than you did. It was an accident that I 
was there at all, and occurred in this way: 
W hile on my way to the office at 7:30 I 
met J. M. Sullivan, who asked me to do 
him 
the 
favor 
to go to Third and 
K 
streets 
aud 
tell 
Mr. 
Singleton 
that he wanted to 
see 
him 
im m e­ 
diately at the Court-house. 
I replied 
that I would do the errand for him . I did 
so, and when I delivered the message Sin­ 
gleton was writing, and said he would be 
through and go in a few minute*. My 
conversation with Mr. Singleton was con­ 
fined ¿to my errand, and after remaining a 
moment or two I went away. 
"As to the statement that I took a crowd 
up to the First District caucus, there is not 
a word of truth in it. I neither took a 
crowd there, sent one, nor went with one. 
"Concerning m y relations with partisan 
movements, I will say that since I have 
been in office, persons holding positions 
under me have asked if I had any objec­ 
tion to their serving as delegates to politi­ 
cal conventions. My answers to such ques­ 
tions have always been that while I did not 
assume the right to dictate what they 
shonld do 
regarding 
such 
matters, I 
thought it would be in better keeping with 
the position they held before the public 
not to do so. As a result there has been 
bnt one occasion where a person connected 
with the office has acted as a delegate. In 
this case I should have requested him to 
decline to act had it not been for the fact 
that he was for one candidate while I fa­ 
vored the other, and for me under such cir­ 
cumstances to have asked him not to at­ 
tend, would have been construed as direct 
partisanship. 
“So far as my individual actions are con­ 
cerned, I will say that, while I claim and 
exercise the right of a free American citi­ 
zen in political matters, I have never in any 
way or in any sense used my official posi­ 
tion to influence any one. I have endeav­ 
ored to conduct the business of the office 
in such a wav as would meet with the 
approbation of the public, and give no one 
just cause for complaint. As to how well 
i have succeeded. I am willing to submit 
to the citizens of Sacramento. 
I have not 
limited my appointments to any faction in 
mv party, but on the contrary have given 
all representation. 
"Regarding the affair last evening, I will 
say that such things are to be deprecated 
among gentlemen. 
It frequently happens 
that if men were less hasty and more gen­ 
tlemanly in their treatment of others, differ­ 
ences in opinions as to what are facts could 
often be satisfactorily explained. It is verv 
difficult for any man with spirit to stand 
and be called approbrious names for an 
indefinite leDgth of time, without resenting 
the insults.”

Serious Kuuaway. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing a disastrous runaway occurred on J 
street. Mrs. Jam es Blondin, of San Fran­ 
cisco, sister of Mrs. George Aaron, of this 
city, who is visiting the latter, also wished 
to visit the family of Isaac Lee, who re­ 
sides near Florin. Mr. Lee called at Mrs. 
Aaron’s place of business, on J, near Sixth, 
to take Mrs. Blondin to his place. 
He was 
driving a spirited team of horses. 
Mrs. 
Blondin took a seat in the vehicle and Mr. 
Lee unhitched the horses from the post. 
Before 
he could get into the wagon 
the 
horses 
started on a run. 
Mrs. 
Blondín held 
the reins, but had uot 
strengtn enough to check tbeir speed, but 
kept them in the middle of the street! and 
no doubt would have controlled the team 
before they had gone many blocks, had 
not well-meaning citizens run out at dif­ 
ferent points on ihe street, and by waving 
their arms tried to check the frightened an­ 
imals. These frequent attempts to stop 
the horses caused them to sway from one 
side to another, and at Eighth and J they 
collided with a light wagon, in which was 
seated A. Meyers, of the Tivoli House, a 
once famous resort, half a mile north of East 
Park. The force of the collision threw 
Mrs. Blondin to the paved street quite vio­ 
lently, as it also did Mr. Meyers. The lady 
received some very severe bruises, but 
luckily escaped serious injuries. Mr. Mey­ 
ers, how. ever, was less lortunate, and re­ 
ceived injuries which may term inate fa- 
tallv. He struck on the back of his head, 
receiving a long, deep scalp wound, which 
rendered him insensible. 
He was carried 
into Van Voorhies’ drug store, where Dr. 
Atkinson applied restoratives and dressed 
his wounds. His right leg below the knee 
was badly cut, aud as he expectorated 
blood, it is feared he is seriously injured 
internally. 
Both 
vehicles 
were badly 
wrecked, and the last heard of the Lee 
team they were going toward Florin at a 
2:40 gait. 


A ttem pted Escape from Folsom Prison. 
E ds. R ecord-Union: 
Shortly before 10 
o’clock this morning Alexander Duck­ 
worth, serving a seven-year sentence for 
robbery, from San Francisco, made an at­ 
tem pt to run through the lines and was 
seriously wounded by the fire of guard 
Fitzsimmons. Some four years ago D uck­ 
worth was deprived of his credits for con­ 
cealing him self under a furnace, with the 
object of beating the lock-up, but he has 
been a well-behaved prisoner since. Gov­ 
ernor W aterman has been petitioned to 
restore the prisoner’s forfeited good time. 
Desponding over the success of this appli­ 
cation the convict's judgment seems to 
have been momentarily dethroned, and 
this led him into perpetrating the foolish 
escapade which has turned out so disas­ 
trously for him. 
W ithout giving anybody 
a hint of what his intentions were he this 
morning started down the track, and. neg­ 
lecting the repeated bailings of guard Fitz­ 
simmons, Duckworth broke into a run and 
then Fitzsimmons opened fire on him,with 
the result that both of the prisoner’s thighs 
were shattered and he was rendered help­ 
less. The whistles blew and all the con­ 
victs lined up in the most perfect order, 
and none of their num ber was found to be 
missing save Duckworth, who was pres­ 
ently brought in with both his legs useless. 
The wound is a dangerous one, but it is 
hoped the prisoner’s life may be saved. 
Feter Fitzsimmons, the guard who did the 
shooting, is well known in Sacramento. 
Duckworth is an Englishman about 30 
years of age, but looks older.

Ewing says hig accounts are still being 
examined, and when completed it wiil be 
shown that tbe Government will not losea 
cent. Many of the delays were caused by 
suspensions and disallowances made bv 
tbe First Controller’s office of vouchers, 
which he had paid in good faith upon the 
o-der and approval of the Attorney-General, 
who is supposed to have control of the ap­ 
propriations which are made for his de­ 
partment and to be disbursed under his 
direction. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Th© Senate. 


¡('opyrigM, 1668, by the California AuociaJed Prex$.\ 


W a s h in g t o n , May 9th —The Senate to­ 
day passed Chase’s copyright bill by a vote 
of thirty-five to ten. No Republican voted 
against tbe bill. Vance spoke in its advo­ 
cacy. His amendment, excluding news­ 
papers, magazines and periodicals, was de­ 
feated. 
Blair spoke briefly for, and George against 
the bill. 
Call moved to reconsider the vote pass­ 
ing the land grant forfeiture bill. 
Dolph moved to lay the motion on the 
table, which did Dot prevail. 
Then Dolph took the floor against re­ 
consideration, and at theciose of his speecb 
the Senate adjourned, with an agreement to 
take up Call s motion after the morning 
business to-morrow, and-take action before 
or by two o'clock. 
Call’s object in moving a reconsideration 
of the bill was to get Florida excpted 
from its action. 
The Senate passed the House bill estab­ 
lishing several new lite-iaving stations on 
the Atlautic coast. 
T he Uttotie. 
W ashington, May 9th.—In the House to­ 
day the bill appropriating $150.000 for the 
Government’s participation in the centen­ 
nial celebration of the settlement of the 
Ohio valley was passed. 
Tfie House, after the passage of several 
bills of m inor importance, went into Com­ 
m ute of the Whole on the tariff bill. 
Morrow of California conoluded his 
speech in opposition to the bill, addressing 
bimselt more especially to the free lumber 
clause. H e stated that the labor engaged 
in the manufacture of lum ber on the Pa­ 
cific coast was well-paid American labor. 
The placing of lumber on the free list 
would ruin thie manufacture bv bringingit 
into competition with the manufacturers of 
British Columbia, where labor was per- 
tormed by Chinamen. He also declared 
that tbe raisin industry of California would 
be destroyed if the duty on raisins was 
reduced as proposed by the bill. 
Passing to the consideration cf the borax 
interests, be referred to the rigid growth of 
the industry since a taritF had been placed 
on borax in 1SS3. Tbe domestic product 
had increased from .560.000 pounds iu 1S83 
to 1,080,090 pounds in 1887, while the price, 
owing to home competition, had declined 
from 25 cents a j*ound to 6Í cents per 
pound. The pending bill proposed to place 
borax on the free list, and tbe effect of this 
proposition was that the great firm of Wm. 
T. Coleman had been comj>elled to sus­ 
pend. 
Hooker of Mississippi spoke in favor of 
tbe bill, while Houke of Tennessee fol­ 
lowed with a speech against it. 
Wise of 
Virginia also favored it, and Kennedy of 
Ohio denounced the Democratic party as 
one of free trade. 
. .Bmftell* of Maine then quoted author- 
ities^ in support of his declaration that 
Garfield was n o ta member of the Cobden 
Club. In the same connection he read a 
letter from Murai Halstead which ex­ 
plained the circumstances under which he 
became a member of the club. 
Bynum of Indiana quoted authorities to 
show that Garfield had been elected a mem­ 
ber of the Cobden Club aDd had accepted 
tbe membership. 
The Committee then rose and the House 
adjourned.
